T hough I condemne his tolly, that proclaimes 
ſuch weakenefſe and fuch want of Marriners and 
Shippingin our Ports from fond reports of 1dle fel- 
lowes, Informations certainly as falſe intheſe particu- 
lars, as we know they are in our Eaſt- 1nd; matters, el- 
pecially.at thistime,whencleanecontrarie,the power 
andgreatneſſcof our Royall MF. and the reputation 
of his ſtrength by Sea and Land, isfor the good 
of Chriſtendome , compoling of thoſe ſtormes 
which Armies both in 1taly , and Germanie_ doc 
threaten,

Then where there 1s increaſe of Bar- 
chants, there is mcreale of Trade; where {Trade tncrea- 
ſeth , there 1s increaſe of Shipping ; where increaſe of 
Shipping, there tncreaſeof Mariners ltkewiſe : ſo then 
rich and large Eaſt Indies, The repo2t that went of the 
pleaſing notes of the Swannes in Meander floud, farre 
ſurpaſſing the reco2ds of any other Birdes in any ether 
places whatſocuer , d2ew thither all ſo2is of people in 


great confluence, and withgreatcrpectation to heare,and ._ 


enioy their ſweet ſinging. When they came thither, thep 
found inſtead ofiaire white Swannes, greedie Ranens, 
and dcuouring Crowes; and heard inſtead of melodicug 
harmonte , vntuncable and loathſome croaking. Jn in- 
dignation that they were ſo receined and deceiued, in fray 
of applauting, thep hiſſed;and of Cfaping, fled awap. You 
are now bzaue Eaſt Indies Meander flond , your Trade is 
the ſinging of Swannes, which ſo manp tourney a farre 
fo eniop, Cod fo2bid pou ſhould bee found ſo diſcoloured, 
and wee ſo ill ſatiſfied. And howſoener that J may bee 
ſure to audide any detraction, wherebp mp nature might 
haue anpimputation, o2 by calling vp mo2e Spirits into 
the circle then J can put downe againe, Jmtght incurre 
ſome danger, and be tared ltkewiſe of indiſcretion,foz that 
we onely hitherto haue coplained ofthe want of ſhipping; 
we deſire now butHherein toſurueyp the ſtoze , and (& how 
pou 


yon hclpe the increaſe. Yeu haue built moze Shippes in 
pour time, and greater farre then any other Marchants 
Ships; beſi bes what pou hane bought out ofother trades, 
and all thoſe wholly belonging to you; there hath bene 
entertained bp vou ſince you firlſf aduentured , one. and 
twentic Ships, beſides thenow intended Uopage of one 
new Ship of ſenen hundz2ed Tunne, and happily ſome two 
mo2e of increaſe. Zhe leaſt of all pour Shipping is of 
foaureſcoze Tunne: all the. reſt: are godly Ships, of ſuch. 
burthen as neuer were fomerly vſed in Parchandize; the 
leaſt and meaneft of theſelatis of ſome hund2ed and twen- 
tie Tunne , andſogoe vpward euen to eleuen hund2cd 
Zunne, Pou haueſet fo2th ſome thirteene Uopages, in 
which time pou hane built oftheſe, eight new Ships , and 
almoſt as god as built the molt ofthe refidue, as the Dra« 
gon, the He&or, &c. &0 that at the firſt appearance pou 
haue add?d both ſtrength and glozte fo the Kingdome by 
this your acceſſion io the Nanie. But where J pzap vou 
are all theſeShips? fonre of:theſe.are caif awap, ef the 
which one was of thzce hundzed Zunne, another of foure. 
hund2ed, the third of thz& hund2ed, and the fourth of clc- 
ven hnnd2ed; (two mo2e are docked bp there as Pinaces to 
Trade bp and downe: the reſk'are epther employed inthe 
Zradein the Indies, o2 at home ont ofreparations; which 
iftrue,ifthe Kingdome ſhould hanencode of them on any 
occaſion, it ſhall ſurely want their ſermce; and ſo then there 
is not onely noſupply to the Name this way, but hurt ener 
to the whole Kingdome, the Woods being cut downe, ad 
the Ships eyther loft, o2 not ſcruiceable. Surely Sto:ies 
can ſhew vs, which we map readem the courſes of Com- 
mon-weales, how tolerable, nap how laudable it is in all

YBefoze wee Were , enen Horace 
wait, Curtic Mercator ad Indos, Loath then am I to bo2- 
row that ſaying of D:moRthenes on his courting of Lais, to 
pay it to the Indian Zrade, by alleaging, that Non tant! EX 
mam peenitentiam, only having now in common that Ro. 
man Prouiſo, Ne quid detrineati Reſpub. capiat, Let vs er- 
amine that which may moone patience , that our Woods 
are cut downe,and the Ships cither-loſt 02 not ſerniceable: 
Dur Weds Jlate, cut downe in ertraozdinarte manner,
